3. (C) THE AMBASSADOR PAID A FORTY-MINUTE COURTESY CALL 
MARCH 13 ON ROK. AMBASSADOR CHUNG CHONG HOOK. WHO NOTED

SASSER. CHUNG OPENED BY EXPRESSING HIS GOVERNMENTS

7. (C) AMBASSADOR CHUNG ASKED IF PRESENT TENSIONS HAD
